It's possible. Thousands of KWM-2As were bulldozed into landfills 
in Vietnam before our troops came home. It's possible, like with 


surplus weapons now being imported, that you may be getting one 

of these. Many of these radios were like new, or freshly depot 
maintained, just before being buried. Many had all the accessories, 
including transit cases. You could get a pristine jewel, ora 
piece of crushed, corroded junk. 


Even if these are all domestic, AS IS means AS IS and it's a 
crapshoot whether they work or not. One would suspect that 

any really nice ones have already been culled out of the pile 
to be sold at better prices. $400 is top dollar for the KWM-2A, 
however, these are likely to be no bargains. 


Call and talk to the people, see if they will offer a reasonable 
inspection and exchange policy in lieu of warranty. If so, it might 
be worth the risk if you really want one of these old radios.
